It was the sense 
of the inherent unjustice of punishing men for cross- 
ing a a line of legality so wavering and dim that 
neither lawyers nor judges after a generation of 
study and adjudication could clearly define it. | 
We have all been conscious of the gravity of the 
evils against which the Sherman law was directed, 
so conscious that we have not dared flatly to con- 
front the fact that the law itself was somehow fail- 
ing to deal with them effectually, while creating 
injustices and injuries of a serious nature. We 
have tried to be true to the purposes of the statute 


comings. But we have not yet succeeded and in the 
meantime we refuse to punish individuals for 
‘stumbling in the mist that incloses us all. : 
The. verdiet in the New Haven case significantly 
backs the decision of Attorney General Gregory to 
withhold. prosecution of alleged yiolators of the 
Sherman and Clayton laws where willful violation 
is not clearly present. According to the official 
announcement, hereafter when persons entér into 
transactions in good faith, believing them lawful, 
they will not necessarily be criminally prosecuted 
even though the department regarde the business 
methods as contrary to the law. 

This squares with justice and with public pelle. 
It does not meet the evil of the situation satisfac- 
torily, for no executive official should be placed in 
the position of evading enforcement of law. But 
until our statutes are brought plainly and fully into 
consistency with the public sense of justice and 
expediency it is the only thing to do. ‘

EN. SIR IAN HAMILTON, while 
personally very brave and unde- 
niably gifted, lacks the chivalry 
of the late Field Marshal Sir 
George White and of other equally 
well known commanding. generals. who, 
looking upon themselves as responsible 
for all those under their orders, have in- 
variably shouldered the blame for any 
errors of judgment on the part of their 
subordinates. — 
For in his report published last week 
of the lamentable failure of his cam- 
paign on the peninsula of Gallipoli, a 
report in which he unconsciously lays 
bare his extraordinary incapacity, inef- 
ficiency, and lack of decision, he seeks to 
save himeelf by throwing the blame upon 
Gen, Sir Frederick Stopford, who headed 
one of the divisions of his army. 
Sir Jan Hamilton's report, however, is 
certain to have a contrary effect to that 
which he intended, for it cannot fail to 
increase the prejudice with which he is 
regarded by nearly all the general officers 
in the service of the British crown and 
his unpopularity among military men 
generally as well as among the public. 
What the views of his comrades are 
about Sir Ian was shown some time be- 
fore the war, when he was publicly at- 
tacked in the house of commons by Gen.

This, with a rare sense of patriotism and 
duty, he resigned, in order to volunteer 
for service at the front, although over 
60 years of age, and when assigned to 
the command of a division tn Gallipoli he 
accepted the mission without demur, al- 
though it cannot have been agreeable to 
him to serve under Ian Hamilton. 

Gen. Sir Frederick Stopford has seen a 
great deal of service, in Egypt, in the 
Soudan, on the west coast of Africa, and 
during the Boer war. He took part in 
the relief of Ladysmith and in all the 
principal battles of the South African 
campaign, and on hi- return to England 
was first of all employed as director of 
qYnilitary training at the war department 
and then assigned to the chief military 
command of London and of the mefro- 
politan district. This he held for several 
years, and on relinquishing ft became 
lieutenant of the tower. 

In olden times it was the Heutenent of 
the tower to whom was confided the 
safety of the sovereign, of his treasure, 


and of the crown jewels, the latter being |
